The amendment filed 05/22/2007 was entered. Claims 1 , 4 and 8 are pending. 
Claims 2, 3, 5-7 and 9-15 were cancelled. 

Priority 

This application is a 371 of PCT/FR02/04544, filed 12/24/2002. 
Acknowledgement is made of Applicant's claim for foreign priority under 35 U.S.C. § 
119(a)-(d), by France patent application 01/16889 filed on 12/27/2001 and France 
patent application 02/09415, filed 07/25/2002. 

Double Patenting 

(Pending) Claims 1-6 and 8 were provisionally rejected on the ground of 
nonstatutory double patenting over claim 14 of copending Application No. 10/562,949. 
This is a provisional double patenting rejection since the conflicting claims have not yet 
been patented. Because this is the only remaining rejection pending in the application, 
the rejection is withdrawn . See MPEP 804 I.B.1. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 

for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 

regards as the invention. As a result of the amendment filed 05/22/2007, the rejection is 

withdrawn. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(1) Claims 1 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Ryu et al., "5-arylamino-2-methyl-4,7-dioxobenzothiazoles as inhibitors of cyclin- 
dependent kinase 4 and cytotoxic agents," Bioorqanic & Medicinal Chem. Letters . Vol. 
10, Iss. 5, pp. 461-464 (2000). As a result of the amendment filed 05/22/2007, the 
rejections are withdrawn . 

(2) Claims 1 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Ryu et al., "Modulation of NAD(P)H:quinone oxidoreductase (NQ01) activity mediated 
by 5-arylamino-2-methyl-4,7-dioxobenzothiazoles and their cytotoxic potential," Archives 
of Pharmacal Research , Vol. 23, Iss. 6, pp. 554-558 (2000). As a result of the 
amendment filed 05/22/2007, the rejections are withdrawn .
